29.—Astrid, beautiful young 
queen of the Belgians, was killed 
today when an automobile driven 
by her husband, King Leopold, 
went off the road and hit a tree. 

The King suffered cuts and 
bruises but was not badly in- 
jured. He was unable to explain 
the cause of the accident. 

The young royal couple—she 
was 29 years old, he 33—were 
driving down the pleasant lake- 
side road near Kussancht.

Make Use Of Desire 
To Achieve 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In yesterday's article I told you something 
about the third great desire—the desire to 
achieve, or the desire for power. When the 


desire to excel is blocked, certain effects are 


inevitabie. In some instances, these harmful 
effects can be neutralized, providing the patient 
succeeds in finding some 


other activity which he may 
substitute for the first. Per- 
haps, after making up his 
mind, he wants to travel a 
certain road, he finds that a 
tree has fallen across his way, 


but that the road forks at 
that point and he can take 
some other pathway. Per- 


haps he does not excel at the 
action he first picked out, but 
he finds another which is just 


Dr. F. McCoy 
about as good. Sensibly, he studies the situa- 


tion, and takes the detour. We see examples 
of this type of substitution in our own lives 
and in the lives of others. As long as the desire 
to achieve finds a channel through which to 
express itself, the personality does not suffer. 
But when a complete blocking of the desire 
occurs, and when no satisfactory detour appears, 
a certain amount of damage follows. 

The struggle to achieve greatness is when 
abandoned, and the patient may give expression 
to defeat in words somewhat like these: “I 
always wanted to make something out of my- 
self, but I guess it is no use.” In such cases, we 
see a real failure. Failure may be defined as 
stopping the struggle to achieve, or the strug- 
gle to become great. As long as the individual 
is still fighting and still demanding that he 
excel, there is hope; but when he gives up the 
struggle and retires in defeat, he lets go of one 
of his most precicus rights as a human being. 

Society loses by being deprived of his work, 
but most of all, he himself loses and becomes 
discouraged and discontented. Instead of trying 
to make good in the world of reality, he may 
retire to a world of make-believe or day-dream: 

Because the desire for power is hard to en- 
tirely repress, he may find that when he cannot 
express this desire in a way that is good, he uses 
it in ways that are not good. For example, he 
may his power over others by temper, 
making such a disturbance that others give in 
to him rather than put up with his tantrums. 

The control of others through nagging, 
through temper, or through out and out bossing. 
tells the psychologist that the one seeking con- 
trol in this way is too weak or too discouraged 
to try to gain it in better ways. Somewhere the 
desire to be great has been twisted out of a use- 
ful channel and {s being employed in useless 
ways

If you are dissatisfied, make a careful] study 
of this desire to achieve, and find if you are 
using it or thwarting it. If you ignore this 
fundamental desire and try to do work for 
which you have an active distaste, you may 
develop a nervous breakdown which will be 
attributed to overwork. As a matter of fact, it 
is impossible to overwork in eight hours. Most 
nervous breakdowns are due to lack of enjoy- 
ment of the work done, not to actual overwork. 
The worker was in open conflict with his work, 
and this induces tension and strain. The break- 
down is an expression of the way the patient 
felt about his w«

When the desire to achieve is given an ex- 
pression which is satisfactory to the individual, 
he becomes useful both to hmself and to others. 
His urge to power benefits himself by bringing 
him the courage and the confidence to overcome 
difficulties. Such an individual takes this great 
driving force within him which says: Be Great 
and use it wisely and to good account. His path 
in life lies upward. He manages to express in 
action this desire to be great and gets the good 
from this powerful force which is given to each 
one of us

A Day in Cancdian History 


On this date, in 1907 thé south- 
ern span of the great bridge in 
course of construction near Que- 
bec collapsed into the river and 
over 90 lives were lost. 

It was a disaster indeed and it 
stirred all Canada. That some one 
had blundered was quite appar- 
ent, but the question was to whom 
the blame could be assigned. It so 
happened that, as usual, the right 
man was provided. The day after 
the disaster George P. Graham 
was sworn as minister of rail- 
ways in the Laurier cabirct and 
his very first act was to name a 
commission of experts to investi- 
gate the disaster. That body com- 
prised Henry Holgate, John G 
Kerry and Professor John Gal- 
braith 

Unlike other commissions, they 
wasted no time. The enquiry into 
the collapse began at Quebec 
while the disaster was fresh in 
the public mind, after which a 
number of engineering experts

from all over the world were 
asked for their opinions. And on 
March 9, 1908, less than six 
months after the collapse, the 
commissioners reported to Par- 
liament 

They found that the collapse of 
the bridge resulted from the fail- 
ure of the lower chords in the 
anchor arm near )i1e main pier. 
The failure of these chords was 
due to their defective design. The 
engineer of the Phoenix Bridge 
Company who made the design 
and the consulting engineer who 
were held blameable for crrors 
of judgment, as to which the re- 
port said: “These errors of judg- 
ment cannot be attributed to lack 
of common professional know- 
ledge, to neglect of duty, or to a 
desire to economize. The ability 
of the two engineers was tried in 
one of the most difficult profess- 
ional problems of the day and 
proved to be insufficient for the 
task.”

Maintenance of every individual on a fair, healthy and sanitary 
standard of living is the philosophy of government which is gain- 
ing complete control in all English-speaking countries 

The movement towards this end was halted in the United 


States by the Republican gold standard policies of the Harding 
and Coolidge and Hoover administrations. The dollar was given 
preference over the human; and the maintenance of the individual 
Was given no consideration in the cafrying out of a so-called pros- 
perity policy in which the sole object was the accumulation of 
wealth. 


The results were so appalling that the voting power of the 
nation went overwhelmingly for rescue of human values: billions 
of dollars are being spent for a revival of the national standard of 
living. Slowly and painfully by most energetic of effort and most 
enormous of expendiiuie, the remedy is taking effect: and there 
is no possibility of stopping either effort or expenditure 
habvon-wide efficiency of remedy has been attained 


until 


In 1930 Canada installed a government with a policy of wealth 
for the sake of possessing wealth as its only philosophy. The 
result has been deflation in values and revolution in the public 
mind. 


There is no possibility of attaining normalcy and prosperity 
by any of the old and uneventful theories of government. There 
must be a bold and complete policy of constructive effort where- 
by the resources of the nation will be marshalled and dev eloped 
for the bringing back of security, comfort, and plenty in Cana- 
dian home life. It must be a policy of adventure to succeed. Sir 
Austen Chamberlain once said:
